The New York Cotton Exchange 
has always operated on a ficitious 
market. Theoretically, future pur­ 
chases or sales may be filled by 
actual cotton on the specified date 
of delivery. 
In fact, the transac­ 
tions are only on paper. 
Perceiv­ 
ing the absurdity of this situation 
certain large 
cotton 
brokerage 
firms that deal in 
actual 
cotton 
concluded that there is no reason 
for the existence of a cotton mar­ 
ket in New York, but that the prin­ 
cipal trading should 
be 
located 
where the actual cotton exists. 
It was impossible for these firms 
to abolish the New 
York 
Cotton 
Exchange, but it was not impos­ 
sible for them to transfer to New 
York enough spot cotton to cause 
whatever trading they might do 
there to have a aemblance of 
the 
actuality that 
form erly 
existed 
only in theory. 
They did nothing in violation of 
the rules of the business. But they 
adapted the rules to their own ad­ 
vantage. Now the speculators who 
for many year* had fattened on 
a false situation ara crying for a 
change in the rules. 
If the cotton brokerage 
firms 
that are being attacked have their 
way, the time will come when New 
Orleans, Memphis, 
Houston, At­ 
lanta and other large concentra­ 
tion points will control the price of 
cotton, inatead of being dom inat­ 
ed by theoretical 
conditions 
in 
New York where no cotton is con­ 
centrated normally. 
When the rpeculators realized 
that if they traded in cotton with 
these firms they might have to ac­ 
cept or deliver ©pot cotton, tho 
last thing in th« world that they 
wanted and of which they possess­ 
ed not a look, they raised a clam-

INTERSTATE COMMERCE COM­ 
MISSION REFUSES TO 
MAKE CHANGES. 


W ASHINGTON, March 21.— By 
a supplem entary 
decision 
today, 
the Interstate 
Commerce 
Com­ 
mission refused to make any sub­ 
stantial changes in 
the 
general 
schedules of class and commoditv 
frieght rates, which it ordered into 
effect for the Southwestern terri­ 
tory last April. 
The entire struc­ 
ture of freight rates into, out of, 
and 
through 
the 
Southwestern 
territory was materially modified 
by an April decision, and as a re­ 
sult ail carriers and a considerable 
proportion of the shipping inter­ 
ests affected, petitioned the com­ 
mission for a modification for part 
or in whole its 
rate 
reconstruc­ 
tion.

Durham, after 
stating that the high school ath­ 
letic park program of the Citizens’ 
Athletic Committee was one of the 
most 
progressive 
undertakings 
that could be accomplished, launch­ 
ed ho a vigorous discussion of the 
lack of public school buildings in 
Bryan. 
said that the school 
facilities here were no greater than 
they were IO years ago, while pop­ 
ulation has increased and many 
students have enrolled from over 
the country. 
There are an aver­ 
age of 40 students to the teacher, 
while Dallas schools have from 24 
to 28. 
He also showed that the 
expense of educating a pupil in 
Bryan was about one-third less 
than in other places.

We have found it much easier, 
however to keep chicks healthy, 
than to try to cure them after 
they have become diseased, 
i our 
success in raising chicks depends 
upon your ability to 
keep 
them 
healthy, rather than doctoring the 
sick ones. 
C occidiosis 
We will start with this, because 
it will soon again be more or less 
common, all over the country. It 
attacks birds between 2 and IO 
weeks of age. 
A high death rate 
accompanied by bloody droppings. 
Birds 
drink 
much and 
appear 
sleepy. 
In making a postmortem, 
examine the intestines, especially 
the caesum 
or 
appendix, some­ 
times also known as blind pouches. 
These will be found enlarged or 
swollen and filled with a bloody 
m aterial. 
In this 
connection 
it 
might to be interesting 
to 
note 
that coccidosis does 
not 
attack 
chicks the first two weeks, or at 
least it does not kill any a t that 
age. 
The life cycle of the cocci 
diosis germ is such th a t it does not 
cause much trouble until afte r the 
chicks are two weeks old. 
There 
are no drugs or medicine, as far 
as we know that will cure this dis­ 
ease. 
Good advice is to kill all 
very sick or badly affected chicks.

If your chicks contract 
this disease, if possible, a t once 
make arrangem ents to move them 
onto clean ground. 
If they are in 
a portable house, move chicks and 
brooder 
to new, 
clean 
ground. 
Watch drinking dishes, the damp 
litter around these is an ideal place 
for the coccidiosis germ to develop 
and spread. 
Clean and scald all 
feeding and drinking dishes daily. 
F eed 
Use a good 
commerical 
baby 
chick starter, and add 30 lbs. of 
dry butterm ilk or dry skim milk 
to 70 lbs. making a total of IOO 
lbs. 
Mix thoroughly and keep be­ 
fore them dry in troughs or feed 
boxes.

Cotton Should 
Be Planted Early 


COLLEGE 
STA TIO N, 
March 
21,—-The land which is to be 
cd to cotton should be prepared 
early enough in the spring to allow 
the seed bed to settle and become 
firm and accumulate a ®upp y °. 
moisture, according to D. T. Kl - 
lough, agronomist of the Texas 
Agricultural Experiment Station, 
A. and M. College of J****- 
Th«' 
land should be free o f w eed s and 
grass so the young plants will be 
able to grow off vigorously. 
"Experiment 
Station 
results 
have shown that cotton grown in 
a rotation with other crops has 
made larger yields and was less 
affected 
by 
disease, 
principally 
cotton root rot, than cotton grown 
on the same land year after year, 
Mr. Killough said. 
Th© land should be well drained 
and terraced where necessary to 
prevent soil washing and to con­ 
serve moisture. 
The residue from 
previous crops, such as cotton and 
corn stalks, should be plowed un­ 
der early in the fall to allow them 
to rot and form humus which is 
necessary for m aintenance and im­ 
provement o f soil fertility. 
The practice of planting cotton 
with a lister-planter permits e f ­ 
fective controlling of weed growth 
during early cultivation, enabling 
the farmer to handle a larger acre­ 
age of cotton. 
Planting in a lis- 
ter-furrow also allows the devel­ 
opment of the roots at a lower 
depth in the soil, which affords the 
plants a better chance to withstand 
prolonged periods of dry weather.
